FITZGERALD ANSWERS CURLEY 

Declares That 1913 Tax Collections Were 
Less Than 1912 and That Curley Should 
Tell Whole Story on Debt Question 

John F. Fitz^eraldy who ^ smarted* under 
the criticism of Mayor Ourley's Inaugural 
in Tremont Temple, sent out a statement 
fn reply to the tax collection statements 
and with relations to the city's debt. He 
said : 

"Mayor Curley is mistaken when he says 
that 'if it had not been for the extraordi- 
nary effort to indue j the payment of taxes 
in the (losing day<i of the present year I 
would have found the public treasury abso- 
lutely without a dollar upon taking office. 
The records at the city collector's office 
show an Increase In the percentage of col- 
lections of 1813 taxes outstanding for more 
than a year of hut two. .thirds of one per 
cent, and a decrease of the percentage of 
collections of 1013 ta><>8 of one-half of one 
per cent, making a difference of hut $35,- 
OCK), which Is a long way ntf from $828,000 
tax surplus. If lOlo collections were as 
large as last year or the year before, $160, 
000 Lo $200,000 would have been added to 
the surplus. 

"Then, again, 1013 had fifty-three weakly 
pnyroils, against fifty-two Ordinarily, and 
$200,000 was lost to the surplus by the ad- 
ditional week. More than $600,000 was spent 
for new school buildings and other perma- 
nent improvements, which formerly same 
from loans. 

"N T o other administration but mine linn 
died these problems. Therefore th|.< ,«ur- 
y'us or $528,000 In lax money and $1227,000 
In water income, $7.10.000 In nil. as again*! 
an average of less than $200,000 in all ad- 
ministrations outside of Mayor J'ibbard's 
and my own, is a record that speaks for It- 
self.

There was a notable lack of zest at the 
1, nine/ before the Committee on Roads 
and Bridges this forenoon at the State 
House on the bills that wore put in by 
May >v Kit»gerald, for the former ehiet ex- 
ecutive of the city, who was wont to oom-i 
bard the committee with fa^is and figures 

in his own inimitable, way and to chal- 
lenge the opposition to prove him In the 



wrong, was absent. Ti-uc, an attorney tor 
tho city argued for the bills, but the hear- 
ing wa.s comparatively dull and prosaic, 
compared with what it has been in echer 
yea.s with the former mayor on deck. The 
bilis. which have long been pet projects of 
Mr. Fitzgerald, are to have the State main- 
tain the Boston and .Metropolitan park 
roads used by motor vehicles, and also 
to have tlie tines assessed tor offenses 
against the automobile laws turned back 
into the county treasuries, instead of going 

Unto the siate highway fund. 

Kor the city .lames 11. Devlin, dr., put 
forth the usual arguments thai. Boston has 
no Stat,; load and very little Metropolitan, 
park road, t.-at it has a tine park system 
tiiat is used by motorists from everywhere, 
and that a part of the money paid into the 
state by motorists in fees ought to be ex-, 
pi'nded in the maintenance of the park-' 
wins.. On the other bill he maintained' 
in substance that the city has to supply 
the police to enforce the automobile laws 
and in Suffolk. County has to pay '.or the 
courts, and il ought to have the lines. 

The opposition was led by L,. It. Speare 
of the Massachusetts State Automobile 
Association, who contended that while 
Boston has a claim for some of the money, 
so iiuti Newton, Brookline and every other 
city and town, and if a start were made 
in apportioning the fund, there would be 
none left for the maintenance ot State 
highway. William A. Thibodeau said that 
Boston Is the most consistent prosecutor 
of motorists of any city in the United 
States and has that reputation everywhere. 
Representative W. 0. Souther, Jr., of Co- 
hassel favored the hill to have the fines 
revert to the counties. Other speakers 
said that to go back to the old plan as 
to tiie tines would mean going back to the 
country constable plan of trapping motor- 
ists. 

The committee lost little time with the 
other bills before it. That to decrease 
from sixty to thirty feet the distance at 
which a rear number plate must be vis- 
ible at night was favored by George 11. 
Power and. opposed by Mr, Thibodeau, 
Mr. 8 pear e and others, the opposition 
Claiming that motorists are satisfied with 
tlie law as it stands, and there ought to be 
no change because the law now is in the 
interests of safety. 

A bill to compel all vehicles, motor and 
horse-diawn, to carry red and gr( en 
lamps to port and starboard, had no sup- 
port, and was opposed by several speak- 
ers, including C. P. Richardson of th< 
State Orange. A bill to compel horse 
drawn vehicles to carry lights at nigh 
under all circumstances was put over un 
til Thursday when a similar bill will bi 
heard.

Modern System of City Auditing 

Would Save Money for Taxpayers 

The imperative need of a central purchasing department, through which 
supplies shall be contracted for, must be apparent to every citizen. Sup- 
plies now required for the various departments of thin municipality are 
purchased in retail rather than wholesale quantities and at retail rather 
than wholesale prices. 

Failure to take advantage of seasonable purchasing Invariably results :'n 
payment of excessive price for commodities In general. The adoption of a 
modern system of auditing, through which bills may be discounted in 10 
days or less, thereby enabling the city to enjoy and receive an advantage 
common to every business concern, namely, cash discounts on 10-day pay- 
ments, would result in a considerable saving to the taxpayers. 

T, therefore, recommend such legislation as will result in the purchase of 
all supplies through the supply department for every department, and ths' 
advantage be taker, of seasonable purchasing and cash discounts, to tho 
end that the present archaic and grossly wasteful system may end. 

A monthly i-unference en cHy planning, to be participated in by com- 
mittees representing the church, including every denomination; the press, a 
representative of each daily newspaper; capital, a representative of each 
leading industry, and labor, a representative of each of the large;- labor 
urbanizations, to plan a policy constructive in character and anticipating 20 
or mora years' growth in our municipal life, is necessary. 

I am a firm believer in the value of publicity, and as sunlight destrovs 
tho microbes that IurU in dark and damp places, so, in my opinion by 
making the city's business become the property of all, rather than the of- 
fice holders alone, it will result In the elimination of graft and corruption 
and the development of that do;treo of efficiency and economy a' 'h'» tima 
imperative. „. 

The combined brain power of these men, all of whom are dependent upon 
the prosperity of the municipality, sr Id make easy of solution those prob- 
lems that are most difficult to eolve. .iamely, Increasing debt, Increasing tax 
rate, increasing demands for public improvements and failure to progress 
rapidly alons industrial, mercantile and commercial liaee. 

A commission of this character created 20 years ago wouiri have been 
.Mifficient.lv powerful to prevent the adoption of our present unsightly and 
from a property standpoint injurious, elevated system and our short-sghted 
and wholly inadequate svstem of tunnels and subways. 

Need of City Planning Conference "Ap- 
parent" When Huge Debt Is Considered 

The gross debt of the city 10 years ago was J8K.149.106, and today Is 8120 - 
U&NLtt, and upon this vast sum. which 10 years ago represented an interest 
charge, including Interest on metropolitan assessments, of 14,400,848. w. to- 
day are compelled to pay an interest charge of 86 16* SSS. 

When one considers that the amount now paid in Interest annually on 
nutscandli.« indebtedness represents the equivalent of the taxation collected 
on property valued at MC8.W4.Mt, the need of a city panning conference that 
wil d.vUe ways and means of providing for pressing n..d '.egUim.te needs 
wl-.lie presenting a remedy for our present financial ills. raust be apparent

The pay rolls In 1903 and 1804 were 812,208,748.04 for all city departments

The necessity tor promoting the highest efficiency In the various branches 
o? the municipality's activities merits serious thought upon the part of every 
citizen. 

It has been my observation that the efficiency of men In the sewer ser- 
vice at the end of ten years :,t service Is not Infrequently impaired at least 
89 per cent, largely through the exacting character of the work performed 
by them and the exposure incidental thereto, resulting largely in diseases 
which cause great suffering. 

In my opinion when additional men are required for other branches of 
the city service, transfers should be made from men In the sewer service 
and that all men hereafter appointed to the city service as laborers should 
work not in excess of five years In the sewer service: at the expiration of 
five years be transferred to the sanitary service; at (he expiration of five 
years In tills service fce transferred to the street cleaning service; at the ex- 
. piration of five years in this service be transferred to the paving or water 
services, and at the expiration of five years In these services be transferred 
, to the department of park and recreation. 

I would further urge that hereafter positions as watchman, stablemen 
yardmen, storekeeper or similar positions not requiring excessive labor be 
lilled through appointment of men who have be«-n crippled in the service ur 
become BO advanced in years as to render it impossible for them to do as 
much work as the younger men.

Governor Is Right — A Con- 
stitutional Convention Is Im= 
peratively iNeeded

Curley to Open

The Committee on Constitutional Amendments of the Legisla- 
te considered yesterday the Governor's recommendation for the 
molding- of a Constitutional Convention. The words by which the 
Governor recommends a Constitutional Convention contain a pow- 
rful argument in favor of the proposition. 

The AMERICAN quotes the Governor's words: 

It has bietl more than half a century since ihe 
people of Massachusetts have considered their Con- 
stitution as a Wh6\9 for the purpose of revising it 
and making it consistent with the conditions of the 
day, The strong public demand for certain changes 
in «ur Constitution compels the Legislature, year 
after year, to consider the same proposals for its 
amendment. The time of committees and of the 
Legislature itself is consumed, the length of the ses- 
sion is extended I nd the normal business of legisla- 
tion is embarrassed by these constantly recurring de- 
mands. The failure of the Legislature to act on 
them only incites their advocates to more vigorous 
insistence, and tends to foment distrust of our rep- 
resentative government among a large body of in- 
telligent, patriotic citizens. 

Therefore, I recommend that the Legislature 
rause to be assembled, with the consent of the elec- 
torate, ;. body of citizens, who shall be selected with- 
out party designation, to formulate amendments to 
our Constitution, which, submitted to the voters of 
the State, wi!i tend to settle otherwise irrepressible 
controversies, and will make our Constitution con- 
form more nearly ti> the needs and to the public 
opinion of the day. 

In half a centur, conditions change so greatly that human be 
igs cannot construct a form of government which does not neei 
) change a little in its form in order to preserve its spirit by meet' 
Ig the altered conditions. The Governor continues: 

The following proposals I suggest as the most per- 
sistently press : ng for constitutional authority: 

1— The initiative, the referendum and the recall 
of elective officers. 

2 — Biennial elections. 

.! — The abolition of the Executive Council and 
enlarging the powers of the Lieutenant-Governor. 
1 — Woman suffrage.

"These unwholesome quarters show a 
death rate, particularly of Infants, that 
Is appalling," he continued. "The resi- 
dents have not enough room, light, and 
air, to render healthful lives possible, 
Industrial efficiency is Impaired re- lost 
At the same time In these cities art 
thousands— nearly hundredi of thou- 
sands- of acres of unoo upiafl land. 
Bo ton's assessors report 7000 'acres of 
sm land within the city limits— room- 
am, do room— for all that ant huddling 
In the congested quarters, 

"To me this whole question of city 
planning is one of the saying of life, 
and the promotion n;' ile health of 
laboring people. I am httt unmindful of 
the conveniences to b# secured b) a 
well thought out, comprehensive city 
plan, nor of the added facility In the 
transaction oi' business, nor of the 
numerous savings to be effected there- 
by, but my whole thought dwells upon 
the ill health, filth and disease In the 
congested quarters of the cities; upon 
the thousand children in Boston and 
6000 in tho State whose lives aro need- 
lessly sacrificed every year. 

"I dwell, too, on the HO, 000 workers un- 
employed and on the high cost of food. 
These are the things that Impel mo to 
urgi IntelHgi nt planning of tho growth 
and development of cities and towns. 
I regard such planning as the (1-st ef- 
fective slep toward the creation of a 
sufficient supply of decent, wholesome, 
healthful homes In which to save an.'l 
rear the future citizens of the Common- 
wealth. 

"My own method of going about city 
planning would be first to indicate upon 
a map of the city the location of all the 
deaths that have occurred within the 
past four or live years in Buch way as 

to show approximate ages of the dca4. 
Much talk is made of the necessity of 
sociological survey of cities, but except 
t'oH'evoltlng details, the most exp-, nslvo 
i lologica] survey could give no more 
useful information than; would such

family houses, each with a bit of land. 
Put the occupants under the obligation.

With such homes available to tho poor, 
congestion would become less acute and 
could 'o effectively dealt with." 



Defends City Treasurers 

l'o tho Editor of The Boston Journr'.; 

Your editorial In regard to the sale of 
ootids "over the counter" seems to Im- 
ply that the city of Boston has been 
guilty of the same sort of procedure as 
ho 3 State Treasurer Mansfield. 

Tliis is not tho case. The treasurers 
,0f tho city of Boston have, I believe, a 
clean record for fair dealing in the sale 
of municipal bonds and have never re- 
sorted to such manlfeattoAunftir ana 
Improper methods as }iW Treasurer 
MansfleW. 

in 1905 I, S3 city treasurer, advertised 
for bids for W, 410,000 ?,Ys per cent bonds. 
No bids were received. Instead of ask- 
ing again for bids, I advertised the 
bonds at par to all who should apply 
for them. The response to this latter 
advertisement was most gratifying and 
all of the bonds were sold within three 
or four days at par. This was a per- 
fectly fair, !agai and buslneaa-liXo 
transaction and entirely different from 
that of Mr. Mansfield, 

Mr. Slattery, the present city treas- 
urer, asked for bids .-. ftjvr years ago, 
and received one bid only for a small 
portion of the issue. This one bid he 
accepted, and then offered the balance 
for popular subscript Ion. 

In 1S79 the city offered an Issue of 
11,000,000 for popular subscription* with- 
out first asking for bids. Thl.i subscrip- 
tion was left open for six months and 
the bonds wero all sold. 

Mr. Mansfield's method of asking for 
bids and, after receiving a largo num- 
ber of bona fid* bids, rejecting them all 
and offering the same bonds at the 
price fixed by fan lowest bidder, Is, In 
my opinion, to be condemned most 
strongly, and I am very sorry to have 
an. public intimation that the financial 
officers of (he city of Boston have ever 
used similar methods.

terday when, protesting agatnst appro- 
priating 525.000 for tha board, he charged 
that $1000 was paid to Prof, Bruce Wy- 
'inan, formerly of Harvurd, for simply 
looking at a contract. 

Mr. Bancroft said: 

"When the Grand Trunk railroad ex- 
pected to come to Boston in 1912 Prof. 
Bruce Wvman was employed by the di- 
rectors of the port of Boston to make 
a compilation of the statutes concern- 
ing railroad matters covering a period 
of 30 years, with particular reference to 
the tight of other railroads besides the 
New Haven to secure access to the 
Pouth Boston waterfront. Prof. Wy- 
man was employed 32 days and submit- 
ted a 60-page typewritten report ac- 
. ompanied by a bill for $1000. The bill 
was approved and paid " 

Mr. Bancroft explained that last 
year's appropriation of $25,000 for the 
board was expended approximately as 
follows: 

Work on the Winthrop channel, $6000; 
on the channel from the Winthrop chan- 
nel to the Blk's club In Winthrop, $4000; 
Cottage Park channel, $3000; Jeffries

Hundreds of employes will be affected 
and there will be reductions all along 
the line In every branch of the munic- 
ipal service. Because of the mayor's 
determination to economize at once, tb» 
pay rolls in practically every city de- 
partment will be held up until City 
Auditor Mitchell completes his tilt of 
employes affected, and practically all 
city employes will be forced to wait a 
day or two after their regular pay day 
to get their first week's salary under 
the new administration. 

The reduction of salaries was only une 
of the things to which the mayor de- 
voted his attention yesterday. He got 
in touch with William Harper, Jr., of 
92 Stato street, organizer of che Boston-

Klghi an- 
nounced that he would resign Horn Con- 
BTc^s on the first of Juno, the date set 
by Majority Leader Oscar Underwood 
for the adjournment Of the House. 

The mayor explained that be would 
i*'o this In order to save the city the ex- 
pense of holding a .special election to 
llil the vacancy. If he resigns in June 
the precept for the election (if a suc- 
cessor to till out his short term will bo 
issued sotting the cute fur the Stats 
election day in November. 

At the same time the man who fills 
out the long term wdl be elected. In 
this way the two elections can bo held 
at the same time, saving approximately 
Snj'.COO to the city. 

In discussing his resignation, the 
mayor said: 

"It. is my purpose to resign my seat in 
Congress on Juno I, in order that a 
nomination to fill the unexpired term 
may be possible in September, and at 
the same time make possible the nom- 
ination of a. candidate for the full term. 
Majority Leader Underwood has declar- 
ed that Congress will adjourn not later 
than June 1. 

"In view of the fact that th

Collector of the Port Malley, After 
Visit to Washington, Gets M*n 
Trained for Income Tax Work. 
Hon John F. Malley, collector of the 
Port of Boston, returned from Wash- 
ington this afternoon. The collector 
has charge of the Income tax collec- 
tions, under the law signed by Presi- 
dent Wilson four months ago. Some 
weeks at,-o United States Commissioner 
Osborne assigned the collector seven 
deputy collectors to assist him in thi:. 
Important income tax work. These 
deputies were appointed on recom- 
mendation of the Democratic congress- 
men from Massachusetts. Collector 
Malley discovered that the new depu- 
ties were not all equipped for income 
tax work. They did pot afford him that 
versatile force that he wunted. So he 
went to Washington last Wednesday at 
the request of Commissioner Osborne 
to talk the whole thing over. 
The r suit of the conferences in 
i Washington for the past two days Is 
I simply this: The Massachusetts cnl- 
i lector believed that three of the seven 
| deputies sent him are entirely compe- 
tent for income tax work. He believed 
the other four, while not fitted for the 
Income tax collection, were competent 
for the general work of the Internal 
revenue collection departments. So the 
seven deputies are retained, but the 
Commissioner has been authorized by 
the National authorities to employ four 
additional deputies for income tax col- 
lection work. These ttave already been 
employed. 

William R. Allen, chief ifflce clerk, 
who is also a stenograr! r, was se- 
eded this afternoon as one of the new 
income tay deputies. He has been in 
the department for six months, and 
was specially trained for Income tax 
work by Collector Malley. A second 
new deputy Is William F. Norton, for 
some time secretary to Congressman 
M u rray .

HAD NO BRIEF IN MAYOR'S DEFENCE. 

Now I do not propose to stand :;p here and defend any individual 
this afternoon.

They should be a matter or pubm 
record. Every man that went before the Finance Commission and per 
jured himself to protect, himself In his job, his testimony Should be t 
matter of public record. We hear considerable at the present time 
about the administration of Fitzgerald. 

We hear verj little about the irregularities of Klous- and the con' 
stealing under the late lamented Patrick A. Collins. 

We don't hear a solitary word about the Fenway graft under Jim 
Donovan; we don't hear anything about the. Columbia road ledge, ahem 
Jack Reagan and Ills partners in the running of that, ledge. 

Those are matters' that should be public property, regardless of 
who they hit, and I sincerely trust that the Mayor will demand that 
those papers be sent to this city government and that we will nv.ke 
them a matter/ of public record, just as they should be. They are the 
property of the city JusJ as mur.';, as these desks and chair' ,,-,>. \rc- 
cause the city tya'id tor .lie information. Then why is'ft withheld? 

If th'is order passes and the Finance Commission refuses to present 
those reapers to the city government, 1 shall introduce an order astthi 
the Lmw Department, to take the necessary steps to make those men 
who have charge of the papers produce the papers.

A fine aggregation of reforv ers are operating in this city — men 
whom the public considered as the exemplars of all that was pure, all 
that was honest, all that was honorable and just, and we have- had an 
opportunity within the hist month to discover that one or them was in- 
dicted by a grand jury for bribery in connection with a will made by 
one of his family. 

OTHER EMINEN T REFORMERS. 

As for the other eminent reformers, their personal and DUbHr.Ma- 
lory arc too weil known to require repetition. I suppose there is one 
man outside of Fitzgerald whom they would like to get in this town and 
that is myself; hut I hew pretty close to the line, and I don't think 
they will have the opportunity 

The chairman of the Finance Commission — an eminent reformer! 
I served in this City Council, sir, during the Collins administration, 
when the entire street department was debauched and demoralized for 
an entire month and when every man who could influence one vote in 
the Eleventh District was given a week's leave of absence with pay to 
go out. and influence that one vote for John A. Sullivan; when hired 
banas of repeaters operated from one end of the district to the other to 
bring about the election of that eminent reformer. 

I will not speak about his experiences in court — it is not necessary; 
and I will not speak about the rusty halo that he is wearing at the 
present time. ^ f , 

While preaching morality, purity, decency and every manly virtue, 
I am informed that he is privaxdy interested in a business that is de- 
bauchirg and demoralizing the youth of the city. 

Eminent reformers — a tine body to consider any one's character! 

1 realize, Mr. President, with that other eminent reformer, Bill 
Berwin, that votes are the only thing that count; that it is unnecessary 
to argue on this proposition, but the fact remains that if you are going 
to investigate this proposition, you should not stop here. You should 
go a step further and investigate the administration, or cause on order 
to be Introduced at the State House for an investigation Into the admin- 
istration oi Curtis Guild, who ran a paper during the time that he was 
Governor of this Commonwealth. Every corporation doing business in 
Massachusetts that, required (he assistance of the Legislature, adver- 
tised in his paper, the "Commercial Bulletin," during the time that he 
was Coventor of the Commonwealth. Hut there was no criticism, no 
comment. Cuild was a Republican and a blueblood; consequently he 
couldn't be dishonest or corrupt. 

CURLEY RISES TO EXPLAIN. 

At a regular meeting of the City Council on Monday evening, April 
24, 1911, Councilman Curley. on a question of personal privilege, said: 

Mr. President, I rise to a question of personal privilege. My ques- 
tion of personal privilege concerns an article appearing in the Hoston 
Journal under date of Monday. April 24 The article in question is 
relative to the payment for treatments at. the Hoston City Hospital by 
myself, and I feel that an explanation is necessary. . 

I have here a hill from the City Hospital, under date of A;>rii 20, 
1911. This bill was mailed to me from Washington today, it was 
mailed to mv home address, I presume, on April 20, but the postoffico 
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authorities had Instructions to forward my mall to Washington, so to- 
day for the first time 1 received it and had an opportunity to examine 
it. The bill is for treatment for seven and five-sevenths weeks, dat- 
ing from January 8 to April 11, and amounts to $1(52. I want to say in 
connection with the bill, Mr. President, that neither the surgeon wao 
treated me at the hospital, his assistants or myself were satisfied that 
my condition was such that I might he discharged as cured. I was 
discharged with "condition relieved," and with the understanding mat 
whenever opportunity afforded 1 would come in for treatment uatll 
such time as a cure was effected. 

Upon leaving the hospital on March 11 1 waited on Dr. Mct.ollom, 
the superintendent at the City Hospital, and informed him that 1 de- 
sired a bill for the services and treatment received at the City Hos- 
pital. Dr. McCollom informed me that the trustees had met the previ- 
ous day and had abated the bill for my treatment, i told him that I 
appreciated the kindness of the trustees in the. matter, but 1 felt that I 
would prefer to pay that bill. He said that lie had no authority to ac- 
cept payment for the bill in view of the action of the trustees, and 
somewhere about April IB 1 wrote the trustees, asking that they sub- 
mit to me a bill for the services received at the City Hospital. This 
bill has teen received in reply to that request. 

COMMON CUSTOM. 

I do not know whether the chairman of the Finance Commission 
is responsible for the making public of this article that appears in 
the Boston Journal, and whit:; would lead anyone to believe that it 
was my desire or intent to become an object of public charity at the 
hands of the City Hospital. I do want to say this, however— and I 
feel that as a matter of justice 1 should say it—that it is no unusual 
custom to abate the bills of persons who are holding or who have held 
public office. In fact, it has been a custom obtaining there for a great 
number of years, and it obtains not only in the case of those in mot'e.- 
ate or poor circumstances, but equally so in the case of those who are 
possessed of some means. 

I hesitate about citing any instance, because of the Impropriety of 
such a course, but I do feei that 1 should call the attention of the 
Council to the fact that an abatement was made, just previous to my 
going to the hospital, in the cat,e of ex-Major Green of Boston, a man 
of some wealth, of considerable- means. 

The salary of members of the City Council is somewhat limited, 
$1,500. True, the majority of peoj/.u believe we are overpaid, hut the 
services required of one representing a district such as Councilman 
Hallantyne and myself represent are such as to take almost the entire 
time of the representative. So the amount of time that suck a person 
can ordinarily devote to uuumc wm mnnjrigrot oi any Kind is extremely 
limited. If this courtesy had been extended to me by the trustees of 
the City Hospital my case would certainly have not established a prece- 
dent, because a similar custom has obtained in the case of hundreds oi 
other city officials since the institution was established. 

If there iiad been such a precedent there might be some justifica- 
tion for the leakage of a story of this character from the rooms of the 
Finance Commission to the columns of the Boston Journal. 

Mr. President, I do not feel that, it Is customary for the distin- 
guished acrobat, who presides as chairman of the Finance Commission, 
to make payment for a consignment of whiskey bought for his various 
rum shops, before that whiskey is delivered to those rum shops; and I 
do not believe it should be proper for me to pay this bill before the bili 
is received. 

I had no means of knowing just what the charge would be; conse- 
quently- t had no means of paying the bill more promptly. I asked for 
a bill and was refused a bill. If a bill had been presented 1 certainly 
should have been pleased to pay it. 

Knowing the honorable chairman of the Finance Commission as I 
do, I should feel that It was not only the part of wisdom but of good 
policy to pay It. I ralize the picayunish methods that lie would not hesi- 
tate to resort to In order to place me in an unfavorable light before the 
public. And this statement publicly made in the columns of the Boston 
Journal is the very best indication in the world that I have been cor- 
rect .n my surmises concerning him. 

I have no desiro to acid to the criticisms that I have made in the 
past Of the chairman of the Pittance Commission. 

I wish to say, however, that I do not take back one solitary thing 
I have ever said shout him. 

I have charged on the floor of this chamber at previous meetings 
that he began his career as a pool shark; that he was the originator of 
the gambling game of "Kelley pool" In the city of Boston; that he was 
Involved In a manslaughter case In tne early years of his manhood; 
that his election to the high oftlce of congressman was obtained by 
methods that were responsible tor the debauchery for entire weeks of 
one of the city's departments; that there was more corruption In evi- 
dence at every election where he was a candidate than was ever known 
in the hiitory of the city. 

I want to say, however, Mr. President, that I do not believe an 
attempt of this character to blacKe.n and besmirch, when there is no 
ground for such action, adds anything either to the dignity or the 
standing of the Finance Commission, and I do want to say that it U 
impossible for the chairman of that commission, by any act. to add one 
iota to his stature which has always been exceedingly small.

Strengthening of the work of the pub 
lie si l„, ois to make them mure practical 
in d effective will b„ the chief aim of tin 
I school officials during the coming year 
•according to George .'•'. Brock, chairman 
ol the Bchool committee, In a statement 
made today. 'I hi- is i,) I,,- accomplished 
Jthrough the adoption or definite mini- 
mum standards for the pupils, individual 
Htrainfng In essential subject* and a 
nimpler mid more hlinite course. The 
Dannouncement, in part, follows: 

Ke.onih the Committee has employed 
professor Courtis to conduct arithmet- 
ical teat* in tin- elementary school* of 
1 1 iii- city, and i- now carrying on Bimilar 
Bests bj iis own teachers, in order to

Building Inspectors Told to Cease 
Heckling Auto Concern. 

Mayor Curiey read the riot act to 
certain inspectors of the building de- 
partment yesterday, ami put a stop to 
the friction between that department 
and a large automobile concern. 

This concern was erecting a building 
on Weal Newton street, i t i fact had 
started in September, but owing to 

trouble bet w e en the Inspectors of that 

district and the company, the work had 

been held up. 

Curley called ihe rcp-re. eidSsitc of 

the company and the inspectors fo his 

office yesterday and laid down the law. 
Me informed the Inspectors that their 
duly was to assist and ud.ise, and at 
the same lime see to it that the com -l 
patty's building complied with the law,!

move delay or friction, or there "would 1 
be several vacancies In the inspection 
forco of the building department." 



By abolishing the _ city's two 
parental schools for delinquent and 
stubborn children, which he declares 
are turning out "young crifhinal re- 
cruits and degenerates," and sending 
truant officers after such children 
to take them to school, Mayor Cur- 
ley purposes to inaugurate a new 
regime in the care of juvenile de- 
linquents in Boston. Incidentally, 
he assei'ts, his plan will save the 
city $100,000 annually. 

Believing that hundreds of bays are 
being ruined in character, rather than 
reformed, in these schools, the mayor 
announced to the trustees of the chil- 
dren's Institutions department yesterday 
that he intends as soon as possible *o 
close the parental school for delinquent 
and stubborn children In West Roxbwy, 
and to follow this by abolishing the 
Suffolk school for boys on Knin.sford's 
island. 

In order to accomplish the abolition 
of these institutions the mayor will 
recommend to the City Council ordi- 
nance amendments dotni? away with 
thetn. If he accomplishes I his, he wil 
have fulfilled another campaign promise. 

In going over his estimates the mayor 
has already cut one-third from the ap- 
propriation for the Parental School and 
one-third from the Suffolk School for 
Boys. In this way the schools will be 
partially put out of business. 

' 1 shall arrange the proper procedure 
to abolish the Parental School," said ths 
mayor. "And as a substitute for this 
I will recommend that the truant officer 
bo compelled to call at the homes of 
stubborn children and accompany them 
to school. Vhe institution should be' 
abolished. 

"My contention is that since BostoH ! 
maintains in? most expensive schooti 
system in the world, it should nave thej 
chllrten to society. Seldom, If ever, Is a I 
child of wealthy parents committed to i 
the institution, and not infiequcirtly i 
children who could be an aid to their 
mothers— often widows— are committed," 

The trustees of the children's Instltu. i 
tlons clepe. rtmetn also have charge 'of , 
several hundred dependent children' 
placed In country homes. They could 
not be reached last night.

The storm burst Friday afternoon 
when the sheriff made a threat to 
kill the Councillor because of the 
latter's alleged references to the 
sheriff's family at a hearing- before 
the. committee.

'Then came 
the sheriff's red hoi tali: in nehlch 
he said: 

"Jerry gays I'm bluffing, does ii.-v 
Well. It may not be the bluff ho says' 
It la. He'd better not press me too 
hard. 

"Jerry is a liar in everything he 
says. Once when the Council visited 
the jail, J opened a box of cigars. 
The other Councillors took ono each, 
but Jerry took a handful and pi* 
them In his pocket. This shows he 
was greedy. He'll never get Into thf 
jail except as a prisoner or by order 
of the court." 

Councillor Watson, ti, a signed 
statement, said he believed the sher- 
iff had been r.n necessarily excited 
and had not realized what he said 
when he made the threat to kill.

If they only knew what 1 have 
heard Inmates tell me. during the past 
w*ek they could hardly believe such 
conditions coulit exist.

Finance Commission Says It Is Better to 
Economize Than to Increase Tax Rate 
$2— Reason- f or Opposing Scheme 
Flatly op iing tho mayor's plan to In- 
crease the cty's tax rate limit $9 and stop 
borrowing, the Finance Commission lias 
made a special report to the Legislative 
Committee on Municipal Finance. In this 
report the commission says: / N ! 

The Finance Commission is •?onvlti('eJ 
that it is far better to economize In such 
matters as are within the control of the 
State and city governments than It Is *o 
increase the power of the city to spend 
more within the tax limit. While the State 
and city expenses continue to grow there 
is no satisfactory prospect that the added 
burden which it is now proposed that the 
taxpayers shall take upon themselves will 
ever lie reduced, in the post it has been 
found Unit a low tax limit has been a great 
protection against extravagance In adminis- 
tering the affairs of the. city. The commis- 
sion IS convinced that this protection should 
continue. , 

The commission Opposes this measure 
both in its original and in its amended 
form, although in the Judgment of the 
commission the "pay-as-you-go'' policy in 
general is fundamentally sound. For the 
following reasons the commission opposes

When 
the tax limit was raised in 1800 from $8 
to $10.50 advocates of the hill promised 
to defray many expenditures from taxes 
and not from loans, but in 1807 the Finance 
Commission stated that the promise had 
not been kept.

Concerning real estate values, the com- 
mission says:

If conditions are bad in some 
of our- adjoining municipalities, they are 
likely to communicate their dangers to our 
own city. The farther We can push back 
the fire menace the safer we are. Some 
Of tl ese cities and towns have already set 
us a good example in the matter of pre- 
ventive local legislation and to that extent 
the alliance would be complete to begin 
kith, though over the various radii of the 
district buildings that should be taboo are 
as thick as the leaves of Vallamhrosa. 

Boston Is now in a position to take the 
lead in a crusade against this class of con- 
struction. While the repeal was pending 
or awaiting the mayor's disposition, it 
would have been useless for it to undertake 
such a betterment of the situation. Its own 
sins were too flagrant We have at last 
made an advance toward better conditions, 
greater perhaps than the public yet realizes. 
The road back to constructive sanity is a 
long one. so great has brim our departure, 
but we have definitely entered upon It with 
n prospect that no step-? backward will be 
taken. The conference should be an Inter- 
esting one, and we hope a practical plan 
will be adopted with the pledged cooper*.

THK SCANDAL OK CONGRESS. 



Within little more than a month, a 
special election will be hold in tho 
Roxbury district, to till the seat in 
Congress made vacant by the recent 
resignation of Mayor curiey. Mr. Cur- 
ley was right in saying that a special 
election at this time would prove an 
unnecessary expense. I lis resignation 
was, In a sense, forced from him, in 
that lie naturally objected to being 
made a football of politics in the House 
of Representatives, at Washington. It 
was plain enough that some spite lay 
behind the movement to bring his case 
up for public discussion, and he was 
wise enough to resign promptly, upon 
getting from his enemies a perfectly 
valid excuse for so doing. The net re- 
sult of the. little plot at Washington is 
that the taxpayers must put up th« 
money for a new and practically un- 
necessary election. 

Congress will probably adjourn early 
In the summer, or late in the spring. 
If a new man goes to Washington from 
Mr. Curloy's district, he will hardly 
have mastered the barest rudiments of 
his duties, before Congress wii! have 
adjourned, not to meet again, un,til 
September. In the meantime, an elec- 
tion must be held early in November. 
to make a new choico for Congressman 
from that district. So that the real 
result of the little plot at Washington 
will be to saddle a heavy expense upon 
(In: public treasury, merely to go 
through the form of electing a Con- 
gressman from that district. If .Mr. 
Maun had introduced his resolution on 
the day of Mayor Curlcy's inaugura- 
tion in this city, there would have been 
more sense to it.

Under the 
present sysiom statements are sent the 
city before the middle of the mouth 
following lh" delivery of Roods, and the 
payments are, made on the tlrst day of 
I'ne following month.

hope Ls that the realization Of what has 
beon accomplished in this way will serve 
to set going other steps along the same 
path, 

Tho first chanter is not exactly a 
thrilling .uie, but the story of Its doinc, 
is the story of the wise man who sets 
his home in order so far as he ls able. 
This Is house-cleaning of the first rank. 
And, as it saves the Bremen anil re- 
moves the threat to surrounding prop- 
erty, it raises Hie value of the city :it.

The present building commissioner Is 
ft busy man. Under bis personal super- 
vision about 50 buildings! unsafe for 
residence, or dangerous because of lire 
menace, have been rased during the 
past three weeks.

Along the Waterfront. 
A s e c ti on of the city which is a con- 
stant source of worry to Mr O'Hearn 

and the other members of his depart- 
ment is thai located along the extensive 
wharves of Huston.

Strictness Demanded. 
"We simply must lie strict about this 
thing," Mr. O'Hearn said yesterday. 
"There is a. wharf in Bast Boston, if 
yen call that Which is built over water a 
v. h irf. that might contain a little city 
of buildings running back to the land. 
Theso, made of wood, would create a 
terrible danger to the surrounding prop- 
erty, and Indeed to tho whole city. 

"There is a hopeful note for us in 
the air these days," Mr. O'Hearn con- 
tinued. "It is a fact that Boston prob- 
ibly is otu- ■ : the host cities in the 
country in regard In the upkeep of its 
buildings. And we should keep up to 
our ideal. aiKi that means continually 
tearing down and condemning. We 
have great suburbs to watch, tho tene- 
ment house problem, and so on, but 
personally I worry more about our own 
centre of the city, and the waterfront. 
than about the sections where there is 
ut least ■■.). chance to get at a tire. 

"We have seen what fire is when it 
gets started.

RETIRING OFFICIAL COMES 
TO DEFENCE OF MULLEN 



Declaring that when he was appointed 
fire commissioner he was told he could 
run the department without Interfer- 
ence, Commissioner Charles H. Cole, In 
an open letter to Mayor Curley yester- 
day, announced that he intends to fol- 
low out this plan to the end of his 
term, and summarily refused to reduce 
tho salaries of the firemen in accord- 
ance witli the mayor's order. 

I» addition, in a signed statement 
given the newspapers, he characterized 
the forcing out Of Chief of Department 
John A. Mullen as "one of the most 
wicked and cruel things In the history 
of the city." He denied that Mayor 
Fitzgerald had asked him to retire 
Chief Mullen and stated that the for- 
mer executive had never a thought of 
removing the chief after his investiga- 
tion of the famous Albany street fire. 

The statement of the commissioner, 
despite the fact that this is his last 
day In office, caused ji stir at City Hal! 
yesterday. Political circles about the. 
mayor's office had just received a rather 
nasty Jar when Chief Mullen, at his 
home in South Boston, declared to a 
Herald reporter that he had been "tor- 
lvv H ." nr>* that the mayor had played 
a "scurvy trick" on htm. The mayor 
had just finished Inditing his answer 
when the- messenger arrived with the 
commissioner's note. It read as follows;

WOULD COST $500,000 

Referendum Clause Would Perhaps Save Tax- 
payers in Sit aller Places if Governor Signs 
Kill, but Boston Cost MightEzcttd $100,000

A sum approximating $500,000 repre- 
sents the value In work which would 
be lost to the taxpayers of the 1 state 
each year if all the laborers employed 
by cities and towns of the common- 
wealth were allowed a vacation of two 
weeks in the summer. 

A bill which makes this expense a 
possibility at least has been passed to 
a third reading by the Senate, after 
rejection had been reconsidered, and 
will reach the Go/ernor for his signa- 
ture or veto. The measure, however, 
contains a referendum clause, so that 
its general acceptance is not a cer- 
tain ty> 

If it were to become a law and were 
accepted by all cities and towns, the 
actual additional outgo would not neces- 
sarily amount to the $500,000 above men- 
tioned. It is possible, of course, that 
in many municipalities the expedient of 
"doubling up" might be followed. The 
figure does show, however, the supposed 
value in work of the men who would 
be temporarily released. 

On the payrolls of the various cities 
and towns of Massachusetts under the 
designation of laborer there are. rougiv 
ly speaking, 18,000 names. These labor- 
ers receive their pay by the day, so that 
in making tho final total of expense the 
two weeks would be considered as 12 
days rather than 14. If each man's wage 
were $2 a day, the actual amount In- 
volved would be $432,000. 

There is no hard and fas':, wage rate 
for municipal laborers throughout the 
state. The Job in Boston pays $2.50 and 
In some of the smaller towns as low as 
$1.30. Of the ci'.ies, seven fix the rate at 
$125 per day, 22 at $2 a day, one at $1.85 
and one at $1.75. Most of the towns of 
any size ray $2. 

The Urban communities would natu- 
rally feel tho burden of the vac-aiion 



law most heavily. Of the 18,000 employed 
fullv 18,000 are employed In the claes, 
while the remaining 600.) are scattered 
Principally among the larger towns. 

About onc-nCth of the entire expense 
of adopting the two weeks' vacation 
policy would tall upon Boston. In an 
average year this city employ! as la- 
borers somewttere In the vicinity of 8480 
men, and If all of these were given holi- 
day money far 12 days the amount In- 
volved would reach $102 000. , 

Several of the other cities would And 
a considerable drain on their resources 
ir they replaced every man on vacation 
by a substitute!. Tn that event Worces- 
ter and Bowell would spend something 
like $19,000, Springfield 117,000, Fall River 
$14,000. Lynn ?iJ,W» and I'ambrodge about 
$11,000.

The disposition of a mysterious fund 
of $400 raised by members, of the Russell 
Club— composed exclusively of firemen 
— and used supposedly In obtaining 
longer meal hours, was the chief sub- 
ject of Inquiry by the finance commis- 
sion yesterday when it began !'•* probe 
of the salary increases made by ex- 
Mayor Fitzgerald. 

The chief witness in connection with 
the so-called "slush fund" was Patrol* 
man Patrick L. Crowley nf the East 
Dedham street Station, a former flre- 
ma'i. t«j> Whom it had beer directed that 
the money be given. Hi' failed to recol- 
lect anything regarding the $400 in spite 
of a long series of questions. 

One wKneas testified I hat Arty. Fran- 
cis M. Carroll had been engaged by a 
committee of the Russell Club to work 
for Increased pay, and had been paid 
"some money," but the Investigation 
did not proceed far enough to determine 
any of tho details of the alleged trans- 
action. 



The hearing was marked by a proteit 
from Fire Commissioner Grady against 
the summoning of 20 officers and men 
from the department, thereby crlppUng 
the service. Chairman John B. Murphy 
of the commission, a former lire com- 
missioner, upheld Commissioner Grady, 
and all men not needed within two 
hours were excused. The hearing was 
continued unlil Monday afternoon at - 
o'clock. 
Dermody Refuses to Copy Letter. 

The $400 fund was brought up when 
Lieut. Francis J. Dermody took .he 
stand. He was handed a letter, W 
which his name was attached, and re- 
fused to make a copy (if it at the re- 
quest of Atty. Michael J. Suglirue, 
counsel for the finance commission 

The letter was as follows: 

"Mr. P. Burke, secretary Russell Fire 
Ci U b — Dear Sir: Please read the fol- 
lowing for me: That the sum of $400 
be paid to P. L. Crowley. Respectfully, 
F. J. Dermody." 

The letter, according lo the flnnnco 
commission's attorney, and other wit- 
nesses, was read at ■ meeting of tho 
club at. Rathbone Hail, Feb. 24, HUH. 
Atty. Sushruc attempted to oring cut 
that the money was paid for securing 
more time tolly for the fireman at meal 
hours, but Lieut. Dermody and others 
declared they did not recollect for what 
purpose the money was to be expended. 

Lieut. Dermody Was asked by Atty. 
Bughrue If he had written the original 
note. He answered that while it re- 
sembled ",iis handwriting he could not 
swear that It was. Ho refused to swear 
that a copy, which the commission's 
attorney said he had made some days 
ago at the commissioner's offi'-es, wasj 
the one which he had made, and de- 
clined to make another copy. 

Chairman Murphy interrupted to de- 
clare that it was the lieutenant's right 
to refuse to do this. 

Crowley's Memory Falls. 

Patrolman Crowiey, who was snld to 
he the P. L. Crowley in the letter, took 
the witness stand. 

"I have no recollection of anything 
about the proposed payment »f $400." 
he declared In answer to the first ques- 
tion. 

"Do you recollect anything about tliei 
payment of $100 to you by the ItusscU; 
Club," he was asked, and answered, 
again, "I don't remember." 

"Did President Donnhue, Lieut. Der- 
mody or anyone else ask you about the 
payment of $400?" was next asked. 

"I don't remember about anyone 
speaking to me of that," he a^.iin an- 
swered. 

To practically every other question 
CrDwley replied that he did not "re- 
number" or did not "recollect" and tho 
hearing was adjourned. 

Lieut, Chario A. Donnhue. a former 
president of the Russell Club, sail that 
when ho learned pf the bill of *10u ho 
went to Crowley, and upor. being re- 
fused information regarding the sum of 
money refused to sign the check. Ho 
said that he understood the money was 
to be used in securing more time for 
meals, but said he was not sure. 

A sensation was created when Kire- 
man Theodore Galllpeau. treasurer of 
the club, testified that he bad heard 
that Atty. Francis U. Carroll had been 
paid $ir,oo In connection with the pay 
increases.

WOULD RETIRE AT 65 

Compulsory Feature of Bos' 
ton Teachers' Fund Is 
Eliminated. ' 



Complete revision of the pension and 
retirement laws relating to public em- 
ployees and the establishment of an en- 
tirely new system are recommended in 
a MPOrt of the. special commission on 
pensions filed with the clerk of the 
House yesterdav. 

If the recommendations of thi com- 
mission are accepted and adopted by the 
Legislature, the public service of Mas- 
sachusetts would have no employees. 
except member! or the supremo 
judiciary, elective officers and ap- 
pointees of the governor, mayors of 
cities or selectmen of lowns. above the 
! age of 70. 

There would be no policemen or Brer 
! men above, the. age ot tw. 

The nci proposed l.v the commission 
provides for the retirement of policemen 
and firemen at. 80, and all other public 
emploi'ces at K, but authorizes the con- 
tinuance of employees by agreement 
with their employers for not more titan 
five years in addition. Bach continu- 
ance must lie a matter of investigation 
and decision each year in excess of the 
retirement age. 

Where A -t Is Mandatory 
The acl is mandatory upon employees 
of the Commonwealth, the metropolitan 

district, counties and cities and towns ot 
more, than 10,009 Population ai the last 
census. 

it is also mandatory upon tones of 
less than 10.000, so far U school teach 
ers are concerned. 

Towns which may hereafter have a 

population of over 10. onO may accept the 
tct. by "ote of I majority of the voters.

The enactment of the new law will .

Mayor Curiey Tells Delegation That As- 
sessors Found Consulting Them Will Be 
Removed— Further Cuts m Public Works 
Office 

Mayor Chrley surprised a delegation 
from the Massachusetts Real Estate Ex- 
change by the curt manner with which 
he reoelved their views of assessment of 
downtown property. Henry O. Cutter, 
Frederick O. Woodruff and Arthur II 
Taber called upon the mayor to ask that 
the assessors be Instructed to make more 
equitable assessments and that the 
mayor Interfere with none of tho as- 
sessors who have been doing well. The 
mayor said those Instructions have been 
given the assessors. He would further 
instruct them to get their Information 
about property from other sources than 
the Real Estate Exchange. "You people 
are entitled to no moi e consideration In 
the matter of assessments (ban is any 
other individual, and 1 purpose to see 
that you get none," the mayor said. 
Assessors violating tho rule will do so at 
their peril. 

Fiirt her reductions in salaries in the 
public works department have been made 
by the mayor. All salaries over $1000 r 
subjected to a 5 per cent cut, and al?
